In fcuropVnll sorts of dodges aft! resorted to 


for the purpose of Injuring llie petroleum In- 
terest, and to favor the revival of the shale and 
rape seed oil trade*. The last of these Is In the 
form of a bill which was lately Introduced in the 
English House of Commons lu the Interest of 
the coal oil rcllucrs. This bill, if passed, would 
destroy the petroleum trade In Ihe United Ring 
dom, as it i» proposed to mice the burning test 
lo a point that would practically exclude its Im- 
portation, and thereby enhance the price .of the 
inferior oils, which are unable to compete with 
petroleum on equal terras. It is not likely, how- 
ever, when the real meaning of the act Is known 
to that Legislature, that any such measure can 
be passed, as the result would; be to make the 
public, and -especially the poorer clattei, pay 
much higher prices, and the quality greatly In- 
terior to that Ihcy are uow supplied wilh. Of 
course all the dealers In petroleum in thc.Unllcd 
Kingdom lire greatly interested, nnd there can 
be uo donbt but lhat» strong effort will be made 
lo secure the defeat of the bill.

Tho first year of the operation of the Bankrupt 


Law expires on the first day ol June next,;aftcr 
which lltii" all petltoners must pay fifty per cent, 
ol their liabilities or procure the assent in writ- 
ing ol three-fourths of their creditor* In order 
to obtain discharge from their debts. It Is not 
trucyw has been suppbsed.and as we have slated, 
that the operation of the fifty per cent, clause 
has been postponed lo the first of January. The 
bill providing for such a postponement has pi«s- 
un ihi! Houso, but has not yet reached the Sen- 
ate. But four days of the time remain, and it 
is not to be presumed lhal with the present con- 
dition of the public business lu tlic Senate, the 
bill will'be reached before'the time expires.
